Office Action Summary 

1 . This Office Action is in response to the applicant's amendment of 24 
November 2009 following the BPAI decision of September 24, 2009. 

Response to Amendment 

2. The Board reversed the examiner on Claims 1-20 and affirmed the 
examiner on Claim 22. The amendment filed November 24, 2009 incorporates 
limitations from Claim 1 into Claim 22, to attempt to make the claim allowable. 
However, Claim 22 is broader than Claim 1 and amending such limitations into 
Claim 22 goes beyond the scope of the Board's decision. Accordingly the 
amendment is not entered and Claim 22 is cancelled. 

Examiner's Amendment 

3. Claim 22 is cancelled. 

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

4. The allowed claims are claims 1-20.
